Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the applicant stated that the finality of the 
previous action should be withdrawn since the claim amendments were within the scope of the invention and were merely to clarify the 
present invention and point out deficiencies of the Rogers reference used in the initial non-final action. The examiner disagrees because 
the applicants amendments narrowed the claims by, for example, specifying where the fluid receptacle is placed in reference to the 
capacitor plates, and defining a space between the plates, such that the plates are not, for example, one atop the other or in a parallel 
planar relationship, as in some systems. These limitations narrow the claim and are reasons necessary to change the grounds of 
rejection and thus make the rejection final.
